! planning a little 

r ® farmer may grow his own 

! fruit trees and plant a considerable 
orchard at slight expense. 

Seed.s of good quality must be pre- 
seryed to grow stocks for budding or 
grafting This is done by cleaninr 
and washing them when they are re¬ 
moved from the fruit and allowed to 
diy in the sun. They may be kept 
over winter in a box of moist sand, 
or pile of leaves left out of doors 
It IS best to allow them to freeze 
which will crack the shells sufficient¬ 
ly for sprouting. The seeds are sown 
in rows three feet wide, and three to 
SIX inches apart in the row. Stocks 
u-sually attain sufficient size to bud or 
giaft with one. year’s growth.
